L ocal people 
were enjoying the 
unusually early 
bluebells this school hol¬ 
iday as Way ford Woods, 
near Clapton, was al¬ 
ready a carpet of blue, 
two weeks ahead of the 
norm. 

Despite the old adage 
which says March rain 
and April showers brings 
forth May flowers, Na¬ 
tional Trust experts de¬ 
clared the driest March 
in 40 years following a 
relatively mild February 
brought on the earliest 
bloom of the protected 
flowers since 2006. 

In contrast 2010 had 
been a very late season 
with the flowers at their 


best about three weeks 
late. 

The Cox children from 
Winsham regularly enjoy 
the woods and had cy¬ 
cled there to enjoy a pic¬ 
nic with their father 
during the first week of 
the holiday and Bert and 
Jackie Moore from 
Chard were enjoying a 
walk with Billy their 
rescued collie. They all 
said the bluebells was 
one of the things they en¬ 
joyed at Wayford. 

Over the last 20 years 
the bluebells have spread 
out of the wooded areas 
into the edges of the field 
in the centre of the circu¬ 
lar area, in the woods the 
carpet has actually 


shrunk and the pathway 
widened as visitors have 
not realised the impor¬ 
tance of not stepping on 
the leaves of the plants. 

Experts say it is a com¬ 
mon misconception that 
because bluebells are 
bulbs, they will return 
annually regardless, but 
that the delicate flowers 
are weakened if trodden 
on and do not return 
enough energy back to 
the bulb. Together with 
the decline in pollinating 
bees in recent years, 
these protected flowers 
have suffered in some 
areas so they need re¬ 
specting. 

Wayford Woods were 
sold to a Charitable Trust 


in 1994 by Michael 
Belfield to secure their 
future. He had under¬ 
taken a great deal of re¬ 
planting due to near 
devastation following the 
severe storms in 1990. 

Although volunteers 
work to maintain the 
woods, finances are 
needed for tools, irriga¬ 
tion and repairs to the or¬ 
namental lake, replanting 
trees nearing the end of 
their natural life and ex¬ 
pert tree surgeons, peri¬ 
odically. 

The woods are open 
during the hours of day¬ 
light for free access and 
guided tours are given 
for interested groups as 
well as pond dipping ses-

FIVE months into a new life in Chard, young florist Vicky Bates, who moved with 
her husband and daughter from Coventry, to take over at Holyrood Florist, is 
full of fresh ideas to work with other traders in the town hoping to put on floral 
and edible craft demonstrations and create more of a buzz among the commu¬ 
nity. 

Vicky is passionate about her craft and design having been inspired by shop 
windows in London as a child, she is always trying something new saying she 
could never be bored by flowers. Currently she is experimenting with Origami 
(paper craft) for her entry to the International Designer of the Year competition. 
She also loves being a mum and hopes to have four but with a new business on 
the go she is waiting for her little girl to reach school age. 


• HOW are you finding it in Chard? 

I really love the sense of community 
here, very different to Coventry but sim¬ 
ilar to the village where I grew up. The 
town has really embraced us as a family. 
My daughter Freya was two in March 
and goes to the Chard NNI and is already 
excited about moving up to the nest 
room. She loves that I have a shop and 
happily sits in the window saying hello 
to people. 

• WHAT do you like most about 
floristry? 

It is a lovely job and I feel lucky to be able 
to do my hobby as my living. I like hav¬ 
ing a shop as opposed to just being a flo¬ 
ral designer because I enjoy meeting 
people. Flowers to me are emotions, 
they create such a natural reaction and 
even though at busy times like Mother's 
Day it can feel like a production line, you 
know each one is something special to 
someone. I think it is a great privilege to 
be a part of their most emotional mo¬ 
ments in life. 

• WHY are cut flowers so popular? 

They give people a boost, even during 
the war when growing food was so im¬ 
portant, Churchill encouraged people to 
grow flowers because they were good 
for morale. A lot of women buy flowers 
for themselves, to cheer up the house 
.They are very popular as an apology, 
when the snow was here and people 
couldn't travel far to visit friends or rel¬ 
atives, they sent flowers. 

• IT must be hard for your husband to 
buy flowers for you 

Yes it is, it has been known for me to 
break them up and use them for the 
shop, the customer always comes first 
and if they want something specific I will 
do almost anything to get it for them. 
The last time I had flowers was when I 
had Freya and I was on maternity leave 
so I couldn't use them ! 

We are coming up to our four year an¬ 
niversary which is fruit and flowers so 
we shall see. I couldn't pick a favourite 
flower, it would be like picking a child 
but I do like white ones, they show more 
of the form of the flower. 

• WHICH is your favourite season? 
Each has their own appeal, I love sum¬ 
mer for the beautiful peonies and del¬ 
phiniums and that feeling of a country 
meadow but equally autumn is lovely 
with all the berries and fruits. We get 
flowers from all over the world now, the 
ash cloud affected the carnations for a 
while because they mainly come from 
Columbia but a lot comes from the 
Dutch van that comes to the area twice 
a week. 

• WHAT is the most spectacular work 
you have done? 

I once did an eight feet square structure 
of pyramids in a mass carpet of red and 
pink for a competition and when I 


worked in Coventry we had the contract 
to decorate Network Rail HQ for Christ¬ 
mas. There were ten six feet birch trees 
and swathes over the doors and chande¬ 
liers. We did floral hats once for the 
British Floral Association at Gardener's 
World Live in the NEC Birmingham. 

• YOU must have thought about Kate 
Middleton, what do you think we will 
see? 

Well myrtle has been used in the royal 
bouquets since Queen Victoria but I 
think she will go for something tradi¬ 
tional with a cheeky modern twist. A 
shower perhaps with a touch of pink to 
match her dark hair and she usually 
wears bright colours. Of course flowers 
are often done to match the dress and I 
think she will wear something to suit her 
personality. She is going to be compared 
to Diana whatever she does. 

• DO you cook? 

I love cooking, if I wasn't a florist I would 
want to be a chef. When I was on mater¬ 
nity leave, I thought of applying to Mas- 
terchef but I didn't. I love fine dining but 
have yet to be taken to a Michelin 
starred restaurant. I like baking with my 
daughter and making things look nice 
on the plate. My last meal would have to 
involve prawns for a starter, with garlic 
and a good fillet steak or a curry. 

• ANY unfulfilled ambitions? 

No regrets, you can't change anything 
and I'm only 27.1 f I could go back to the 
freedom of being a teenager again I 
would like to go around the world. 

• HAVE you travelled much? 

We went to Bali and Kuala Lumpur for 
our honeymoon and have said we would 
like to go back for our ten year anniver¬ 
sary but I would like four kids and to 
build a house so that will come first. 

• WHAT things would you want on 
your desert island? 

My floristry toolkit, my knife is an exten¬ 
sion of my arm and it would be very 
handy on a desert island. I could perhaps 
plait palm leaves into a boat and sail 
away. I would like something like a Kin¬ 
dle because I couldn't take just one book 
to read, I love everything, I demolish 
books. As a luxury I would like a bottom¬ 
less bottle of Disarrano which I could mix 
with lime or coconut juice. 

• WHAT about a lottery win?

DEDICATED readers of Food will do well to remember an article I wrote some months ago about home 
coffee roasting; indeed, I'm aware that it inspired at least one Weekender reader to have a go. This week 
we consider coffee again, but from a very different position from that of the artesian. Rather, I would 
like us to be mindful of a relatively new product from the American giant Starbucks. 

By all accounts, I should hate Starbucks.They are too big, too corporate, sometimes too forced in their 
ambition to create 'twee' in store, and certainly they try far too hard to be cool. But I don't hate them - 
I love them, and this is testified to by the presence of a 'Starbucks card' in my wallet, nestled just behind 
the farm shop loyalty card. Two items could hardly be more juxtaposed, but somehow they seem to sit 
snuggly. 

The reason is simple. Although my casual critic of the multinational stems from the fact that they are 
just that (a big multinational) they do their core business very well indeed. The coffee is fantastic. The 
combination of the 'Starbucks blend' and the 'Starbucks roast' gives a fantastic espresso, to be enjoyed 
pure or as the base for any amount of Italian drinks. I sometimes even give the roasting a break and 
enjoy a bag of beans back at home. And I certainly partake should I ever be passing and be in need of 
refreshment. 

I was both excited and sceptical, therefore, when a friend first gave me a pouch of Starbucks Via - an 
instant coffee that claims to be as good as their in store filter. A tall claim. Naturally, the sceptic within 
had good reason to be so. After all, how many times have I been promised luxury instant only to find it 
tastes like 0X0. Would this time really be any different? I doubted it very much. 

But, then again, on the other hand, it would be a very unwise business that downgrades their premium 
in-store product by claiming it to be only as good as mere instant! Surely they had to be right, and this 
microground instant miracle really was something special. 

So was it - or is it? It has been almost a year since I enjoyed my first cup of Italian Via, and I have been 
carrying it with me in a special holder mug or just in my wallet ever since. In reference to the claim, I'm 
not sure if it is as good as the inshore coffee, but then again I don't know if that would pass a blindfold 
test. More likely, I should imagine that it's a coffee lovers spirit deep inside me that simply cannot believe 
it to be true. 

There's a lesson to be learnt here. By 'rite' I should 'hate' Starbucks because they are the big, bad multi¬ 
national. But the coffee is good, and the investment into the Via product has blown every other attempt 
at the same clean out of the water. It's an outstanding product, and if you haven't yet tried it and would 
like to be able to make good coffee on the go, then I highly recommend you do. But, of course, keep 
home roasting, too!

FAST & FURIOUS 5 (12A) 

THE fifth movie (known as Fast Five in America) in the 
Fast & Furious franchise sees a strong cast tackle the fa¬ 
miliar formula of fast cars and fast chases, with the usual 
pulse-racing results. 

Former cop Brian O'Conner (Paul Walker) partners 
with ex-con Dom Toretto (Vin Diesel) on the opposite 
side of the law.

Daring, radical and assertive - Citroen reveals DS5 in Shanghai 


C itroen has revealed the eagerly anticipated third model in its innovative 
and distinctive DS line: DS5. Designed to express the full extent of Cit- 
roen's'Creative Technologies DS5 combines ground-breaking style, re¬ 
warding driving dynamics and exceptional refinement with innovative 
engineering solutions. 

DS5 is the first Citroen model to feature HYbrid4 diesel hybrid technology, pro¬ 
viding enhanced performance and class leading environmental credentials. The 
advanced HYbrid4 system delivers 200bhp; four-wheel drive capability; emis¬ 
sion-free electric power for the city; and an acceleration boost function for the 
open road - with total C02 emissions of just 99g/km. 

The DS line has already redefined expectations in the supermini segment with 
DS3, and combines the style of a coupe and the flexibility of a five-door hatch¬ 
back with DS4. Progressing to the executive segment, DS5 targets customers 
looking for a truly bold and assertive car with a resolutely modern approach to 
vehicle design. 

Based on the futuristic and magical C-SportLounge concept, DS5 bringstrue 
technological innovation to its class. 


The dynamic exterior reflects a modern expression of status and promises en¬ 
hanced driving pleasure. Flowing lines, a sleek profile and muscular wheel 
arches - which wrap themselves around the large (16"to 19") alloy wheels - give 
DS5 an undoubted air of refined confidence. 

The assertive front end instantly identifies DS5 as a member of the DS family. 
There is an oversized air intake, a large chrome-finished grille housing the 
chevrons and a new LED light signature. A distinguishing feature, DS5 boasts 
chrome-finished'sabre'inserts stretching from the top of each headlamp to the 
windscreen. 

The rear design takes DS5's on-road presence to yet another level. The car 
stands firmly on wide tracks, emphasised by two tail pipes built into the rear 
bumper and highlighted by a rear signature featuring six light guides.

However the Tim Vaughan trained horse seemed to find 
some extra speed and regained the lead between the sec¬ 
ond and last fences and it looked all over, but Glassonbury 
got to work on his horse and snatched victory on the line 
in a storming finish to register the yards third win in a 
week from five runs. 

Ethiopia, wearing blinkers for the first time, also got re¬ 
venge on Zimbabwe who has finished just in front of him 
in their two previous encounters this season. 

"This time the Nigel Hawke trained horse blew up after 


racing away at the start and was finally pulled up. 

Head Lad Giles Scott said: "What a brilliant run! This 
time he was settled in behind and let Zimbabwe go, and 
he soon got into a good rhythm. He was a bit sloppy at the 
14th, his only error, but otherwise jumped very soundly. 

"It looked like he had the race galvanised as he came 
round the final bend and put in huge jumps at the first two 
fences in the straight. 

"However I think he started to idle in front, but when he 
went behind he rallied and fought back brilliantly under 
a strong and determined ride from Andrew (Glasson¬ 
bury)." 

There was disappointment however in France where 
The Sawyer put in a good performance before finally re¬ 
fusing three fences from home in the Prix Murat over 2 
miles 5 furlongs. 

With prize money of €240,000 it was a keenly contested 
race but eventually the variety of the fences and the tight 
course put paid to his chances.

■ BUCKINGHAM Palace will host a lunch for 
650 guests after the wedding ceremony as 
well as staging the black-tie evening recep¬ 
tion and dinner for 300 guests which is likely 
to go on late into the night. 

The royal wedding celebrations will take 
place in the ballroom, the largest room in 
the palace at 120 feet long. 

Buckingham House was bought by George 
111 in 1761 for his wife, Queen Charlotte, 
and extended into a place by George IV in 
1826 at a cost of £5000,000 (almost £25 mil¬ 
lion in today's money). 

The building, designed by John Nash, was 
completed in the reign of William IV and 
Queen Victoria was the first monarch to live 
in the palace. 


N EARLY 2,000 guests have been invited 
to the wedding of the year-from David 
and Victoria Beckham to John Haley, 
landlord of the Middleton's favourite pub in 
Bucklebury in Berkshire. 

Among those present will by 30 personnel 
from the Armed Forces, including the search 
and rescue helicopter team who serve along¬ 
side Prince William at RAF Valley in Anglesey.

■ WESTMINSTER Abbey (pictured right) has 
been the venue for 15 royal weddings, in¬ 
cluding Prince William's grandmother (The 
Queen) and great grandmother. 

The Abbey became popular for royal 
weddings in the 20th century after Princess 
Patricia of Connaught's mariage to Com¬ 
mander Alexander Ramsay in 1919, the first 
royal wedding held in the Abbey in more 
than 500 years. 

Prince William and Kate Middleton will 
take their vows standing on the intricately 
restored Cosmati Pavement, dating from 
1268 and built by Italian craftsmen on the 
orders of Henry 111.
